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DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt is acknowledged of amendment filed on September 26, 2005. Claims 1- 
1 1 are pending. Obviousness double patenting rejection made in the previous Office 
action dated June 20, 2005 is withdrawn in view of the terminal disclaimer. New 
rejection is made in view of further search and consideration. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on September 26, 2005 disclaiming the terminal 
portion of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the 
expiration date of U.S. Pat. No. 6703032 B2 has been reviewed and is accepted. The 
terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed on November 3, 2005 fails to comply 
with 37 CFR 1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent 
document; each non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be 
listed; and all other information or that portion which caused it to be listed. The foreign 
patent documents that have not been submitted are: JP 08-1 13514, JP 07-1 13514, JP 
07-1 01828, JP 91-069027/10, JP 03-01701 1 . A new list of these references with 
correct publication dates and the names of patentees will be also required. 

The information disclosure statement has been placed in the application file, but 
the information referred to therein has not been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 
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Claims 1 and 3-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over JP 08-113514. 

A verbal translation of the '514 patent indicates that the reference teaches an 
07W lotion formulation comprising 0.5 % by weight of polyoxyethylene monooleic acid 
sorbitan and 0.5 % of oleic acid sorbitan, 1 % of composite particle of example 2 (boron 
nitride). See embodiment 16, [0055]. The reference teaches that the size of the boron 
nitride is in the range of 0.005-5 microns, and that composite materials are prepared by 
drying a suspension containing an inorganic particle (mica, talc, titanium dioxide), boron 
nitride powder, and a dispersant, which indicates that the particles are coated with 
dispersing agents. See instant claims 5-1 1 . 

Generally, differences in concentration or temperature will not support the 
patentability of subject matter encompassed by the prior art unless there is evidence 
indicating such concentration or temperature is critical. "[W]here the general conditions 
of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, it is not inventive to discover the optimum or 
workable ranges by routine experimentation." See In re Aller . 220 F.2d 454, 456, 105 
USPQ 233, 235 (CCPA 1 955). In this case, since the prior art teaches using 1 % of 
sorbitan surfactants in an O/W emulsion comprising the treated boron nitride particles, it 
is viewed obvious that a skilled artisan would have discovered a workable range of 
emulsifying agent by routine experimentations. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 2 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
